2 C arple juice 5 Vinegar 

2 T dark molasses CUYryY Powder 

2 Tomatoes, diced 


Bring apple JULCE and water to a boil and add beans 80 slowly 
that boiling doesn't stop. Reduce heat after beans are in the water 
and 8immer 2 to 24 hours or until beans are almost tender. Drain 
beans, reserving 11quid, and add the other ingredients to beans.

This international Bill of Rights grew out of the increasing aware- 
ness that maintaining peace on this planet relied upon men's attainment 
of individual rights and freedom. The world was recovering from its most 
far reaching and destructive war; and the United Nations hoped to unify 
the world's goverrments in establishing the rights and freedoms of the 
individual, and subsequently, prevent conditions conducive to another 
worldwide confrontation,

The Universal Declaration of Human Rights consists of thirty 
articles defining the civil, economic, ard s80clal rights that the United 
Nations! Commission on Human Rights consldered the fundamental freedoms 
of man. The first of these articles expresses the underlying bas1ls of 
the Declaration- "All human beings are born free and equal in dienity and 
rights. They are endowed with reagon and conscience and snhould act 
towards one another in a spirit of brotherhood.” This spirit of brother- 
hood would manifest as man recoenizes his fellow human beings rlenht to 
1ife, liberty, equality, and Justice; right to freedom of thought, econ- 
501ence, and religion, of opinion and express1ion; rieht to work, to marry, 
to railse A family; right. to. have an adequate standard of living, educa- 
tlon, and to participate in the cultural life of the community. Unfor- 
tunately, the United Yations considered the Declaration only a manifesto 
of human rights and never ratified nor enacted a legally binding Covenant 
of nations committing the goverrments of the world to universally estab- 
I1lisn the rights of human. beings- 


Several years following the UN's proclaimation of the Unlversal 
Declaration of Human Rights, the American film industry released the 
motien picture THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL. This film depicts the 
arrival of an interstellar s8space vehicle in Washineton, D.C,, and human- 
ity's reactions of awe, fear, and hatred toward the "alien" spaceman. 

The film closes with the revelation that the space traveller came To our 
planet as a representative of a galactic family of planets who exlst in 
peace and harmony witt one another, Earth's nuclear technology, combined 
with its inhabitants' consciousness toward war, makes' our planet poten- 
tially disruptive to this exictent galactic harmony, In the final scenes 
of the film, he proclaims thet mankind must mature in order to become 
part of the co8mic family of boines that exilst throughout the unlverse. 
There 1s no alternative if mankind Aesires to survive. 


Perhaps, the people of our world will 8soon realize that there mosrt 
assuredily does exist a universc of conscious beings 80Journing through 
time and s8space in the light and life of Universal Love. And to be part 
of this cosmic femily. we mus} become aware that there 1s One Univereal 
SUPreme Creative Consciougess who 1s Omnipresent, Omnilsclent, and Omnl- 
potent- must recognize the inherent dienity, equality, and inalilenable 
rights of all members or our human family.
